ranked  as  uf)per  classmen.  .\n(l  this  year  was  to  Ik'  one  of  quiet,  serious  work  for  few  evemts  had  been 
I)lanned.  So  tlie  coniinf;  of  tlie  Junior  Prom  was  lieralded  witli  great  joy.  And  tliey  made  witli  cunning 
work  a  banner  for  tlic  balcony  rail.
